HE remarkable growth of the nation’s population during the last ten years, as 


evidenced by the census figures—an increase of 16,000,000 evil, or a-21 per 


cent gain—gives the United States the largest population of any census-tak- 


ing nation, except the Russian empire. 


But still more important than the mere increase in numbers is the evidence of 


the growing prosperity of the average citizen of the Republic one the steady elevation 


of the standard under which he has been living.

WASHINGTON, June 24. 


A HILE the eee totals of the Governme®t census of 1910 have been ascertained and 

W sent to eve zed Ca l by the New York World and the Post-Dispatch, and while 

statesmen, sekstiaininann and publicists Of Europe stand amazed at the ‘stupendous fig- 

ures, proving the marvelous growth of the United States, the work of compiling the results 

this decenniat inventory of the nation is still going on. Three thousand clerks in the Census 

Bureau are today engaged in the compilation, all hurrying to complete the work before June 30, 
1912, when, the law says, the labor must bé finished. 

Dr. Roland F. Falkner, Acting Census Director, who has been the chief lieutenant of Census 
Director Durand, now on a European vacation, has noted the comments of the Europeans on the 
United States census as printed in'the World and the Post-Dispatch, and found time today to say: 

“For many years the phenomenal growth of the United States in gp pulation and wealth was 
attributed to its enormous unused natural resources, its great tracts of territory which were 
opened to settlement. This atage of our natural life has passed, and yet, so far as indications 
go, there is no perceptible slackening of the forward movement which has been the cbaracteris- 
tic of the last half of the last century. We have probably. reached a point where the increase 
in production is due more largely than before to skill and dexterity of the American citizen ap- 
plied to the problems of production under modern methods. 

- “The census will doubtless bring forth some interesting facts with regard to the composition 
of our population. Impressed by the enormous stream of immigration that flows inte our ports 
annually, the fecling is prevalent that the character of our population is undergoing a change. This 


is true in some measure, but perhaps not to the degree commonly supposed. Those who draw ° 


attention to the inward stream too often forget the outward stream. Because of this constant re- 
turn to the mother ccuntry, the additions to the population of the United States through immi-. 
gration are much less than the total arrivals. 

“To a certain extent the incoming immigrant takes the place of those who were here before 
as the ranks of the latter are thinned by death.- It is not likely that a considerably higher pro- 

portion of our population is of foreign birth today than was the case 10 years ago. While the 

7 net imnmigration is at the most only a little more than it was: 20 years ago, the gross immigra- 
tion which attracts public attention is vastly increased. If the numbers of the foreign-born will 
‘not, aé stated, increase considerably, the census will reveal a considerable shifting in the composi- 
tion of this element of the population. 

“Persons born in Italy,-Austria and Russia will form a notably larger proportion of the for- 
How far this change constitutes a serious problem of our public 
life is still a mooted question. When we see the prosperity of the persons of Irish and German 
origin at the present time, we forget the impoverished condition in which their forefathers came 
to this country. We have, perhaps, had too little experience with the races of eastern and south- 
ern Europe to know how readily they will respond to the influence of American life and civiliza- 
tion. Persons of large experience know of so many individual instances where material success 
tnd standing in the community have been attained that they hesitate tq pronounce a judgment 
as to the capability of these races as a whole until we have had a larger experience with them. 

“These are some of the questions upon which the census will throw light. To obtain positive 
assurance rather than surmise, we must know a vast amount of detail, the numbers of the differ- 
ent elements in the population; whetHer they are living in cities or in the country; what classes 
of occupations they pursue; how far they have shown an inclination to adopt American ways by 
¢eeking naturalization, and a variety of other matters which will be shown in great miputiee in 
‘the final report of the census. 

“One can touch the census work at almost any point and immediately find himself involved 
in an enormous mass of detailed figures which, to be intelligently studied, need to be arranged, 
systematized and compared.” 

One feature of the census of 1910 is that, unlike previous national inventories, it was removed 
trom the realm of politics. .The count had always had a political character before 1910. Senators 
“gnd representatives and others in political authority had always named the men in charge of 
the census in their states, cities and districts, and sus canvassers were political workers to a 
large extent. Director Durand insisted on making appointments independent of politics and he put 
the census taking in the hands of sociological experts, using many.college professors. The Census 
Bureau officials do not have much to say about the results of this reform. They merely suggest 
: ‘that the completed work will speak for itself. But, at any rate, it is known now that in the taking 
ot es census of 1910 the records for similar feats were broken.

Fifty years later, in 
1850, the population of 
Germany, France and the 
United Kingdom was still Pe 
considerably larger than J, ELLIS BARKER 
thatof the United States. 

Today the*population of the United States is 
considerably larger thay ‘that of France and the 
United Kingdom combined and is exceeded among 
the European powers only by.thatiot:Russia, Dur- 
ing the last decade the United States has gained 
16,145,521 people, or 1,600,000 per year. Every 
year the United States has added a population as 
large as that of Alsace-Lorraine. Every two years 
it\has gained as many people as are in Switzer- 
land. Every three years it has added.as many 
people as live in Scotland, and every five years 
as many as live in the whole of Canada. The 
peaceful conquests: of the American republic are 
greater than those of kings and emperors, and 
they are more secure.

The area of Eu- 
rope, inclusive 6f Russia, is 3,754,282 square 
miles. That of the United States, with Alaska, is 
3,624,122 square miles. In 1800, before the age of 
steam and steél, Europe had 187,363,000 inhabi- 
tants, or exactly twice as many as the United 


States has at the present day. The United States}: 


can surely support now far more people than [u- 
rope could support in 1800. 

Germany and France, which together have a 
population of 105,000,000, are somewhat smaller 
in extent than California and § Texas. Conse- 
quentiy thése states alone should have room 
enough for the entire population of the United 
States. The United States without ice-berged 
Alaska is exactly 15 times as large as Germany. (. 
If it were ds densely populated as Germany it 
would have room for one billion people. At pres- 
ent Europe has about 450,000,000 inhabitants, or 
five times as many as the United States. Europe 
and the United States have practically the same 
area, and in view of America’s rapid progress, 
the -population of the United States may eventu- 
ally exceed that of all Burope. 

If the population of the United States should 
srow in the game proportion tn which tt has 
grown between 1900 and 1910, it should come to 
165,000,000 tm 1940 and to 198,500,000 im 1950. 
However, such a rapid increase seems unlikely. 
Hitherto the great increase of the American popu- 
lation has largely, perhaps.chiefly; beén caused 
not by the Americans themselves but by the tm- 
Migration of foreigners. Between 1900 and 1910 the 
American population increased by 16,145,521, and 
of these only 9,000,000 are accounted for by the 
excess of births over deaths. The remaining 7,- 
000,000 are foreign immigrants, 


Birth Rate Is Not Sufficient. 
OMPARISON with other nations shows that 
C the increase of 9,000,000 during the decade, 
or of 900,000 a year, by the excess of births 
over deaths, is not safisfactory. Owing to the 
greater fruitfulness of the mothers, Germany, 
but 65,000,000 inhabitants, has as Jarge natural in- 
crease ¢very year as has the United ‘States, whilst 
Russia adds about 2,600,008 every year to her 
population.

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HISTORICAL LOOT AND COIVILIZATION. 

The cabled estimate that eight tons of gold 
plate were displayed at the banquet in Bucking- 
ham Palace is an estimate only. As no one 
weighed the plate in making the estimate, the 
figures given are not historical. We get historical 
exactness only with the information that it rep- 
resents chiefly “the collections of English royalty 
under the Four Georges.” 

This really is a definition, historical and polit- 
ical. The display of solid gold is certainly greater 
than Daniel saw when he was called into the 
great banquet hall in the royal palace at Baby- 
lon. It is a display of the same kind. The weight 
of the massive “vessels of gold” is only an inci- 
dent of their historical reality as loot. From the 
days of Daniel in Babylon until the Four Georges 
collected these several tons of gold as the “rake- 
off” of royalty in the loot of empires, nothing is

English coronation ceremonies, are evidence of 
sympathy with the oldest habits of barbarism, as 
Hastings represented them in India and as they 
were represented under “the Four Georges” in 
plundering every people who could be plundered 
safely and profitably.

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NOT EASY TO BREAK UP A PARTY.

, Bome. of. President Taft's critics in the Re- 
publican party are. saying that he is in a fair 
way to wreck the party “by reiterating on every 
possible occasion his advocacy of the policy of 
reciprocity and his determination to force it 
through, regardless of its effect upon his political 
fortunes,” That the Republican party may be on 
the way toward wreckage is possible, though 
scaycely probable, But this is not so much because 
of what Mr, Taft may or may not gay, or 
may not do, as because yaried antagonistic 
elements are still clinging to the craft, each with 
the purpose of getting and keeping control of 
the steering wheel. Mr. Taft only contributes his 
part of the dissension. His critics contribute theirs, 
Others, partly in sympathy with him and partly 
in sympathy with them, contribute theirs. Between 
them all they may succeed in making of the Re- 
publican party a party with nothing but a past— 
without a present and without a future.

The principle cause is the order of the Minister 
of Education that in tke future an agent of the 
censor shall be present at all university lectures 
and that lectures shall be submitted in manu- 
script to the censor before delivery. The pro- 
fessors say that these conditions are as absurd 
as they are insulting. 

The Minister of Education argues that in the 
past the universities have been hotbeds of revo- 
lution. He asserts that many of the professors 
used the time alloted to them for lessons to 
preach revolutionary ideas. He insists that the 
Government cannot allow such a state of affairs 
to continue. 

Attempts are being made to induce a number 
of high school teachers to accept positions as 
professors in the universities. This arrangement 
it seems will accomplish nothing as Russjan stu-

mere high school teachers,

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SCIENTIST IS DEVELOPING 
A SCARLET FEVER VACCINE.

BUCHAREST, June 24.—Prof, I. Cantacuzino, 
who has been conducting some experiments at the 
Pasteur Institute in Paris, has returned to Rou- 





-mania, bringing with him the promise of a vac- 


cine that will prevent scarlet fever. Prof. Canta- 
cuzino says that the one reason why no remedy 
has been found for this disease is that its bacilli 
are practically unknown to tlre medical world. 
It had been found impossible to inoculate ani- 
mals with scarlet fever until he succeeded in 
communicating it to two monkeys. He first tried 
other animals but did not seem to succeed. He 
inoculated monkeys after taking’ blood from two 
different persons who died of the disease. 

Prof. Cantacuzino is now cofiducting a series of 
experiments in vaccinating monkeys to prevent 
ecariet fever. He hopes to be able to give to the 
world a vaccine which will do for scarlet fever 
what Jenner’s vaccine does for smallpox. He be+ 
lHeves it is possible to drive scarlet fever out 
of the world just as smallpox has practically been 
banished from civilized countries.

BERLIN, June 24.—‘“Americans do not know, 

how to cook and should not be alléwed to try to 


cook.” 

So declares Baron Ernest Ludwig von Wolzogen, 
poet, musician, novelist and playwright, who has 
visited America several times and whoes plays 
have been produced there. In thé Berliner Tage- 
blact, Baron von Wolzogen writes: 

“Americans who dine in Europe are the most 
grateful people in the world for, compared to 
their own barbarous cooking, th@ menu of the 
civilized European people is naturally a series of 
amazing revelations.” 

The Baron goes on to say that the uncultivated 
American taste is chiefly noticeable in their child- 
ish delight for sweets. 





“Morning, noon and night they are occupied in 


the consumption of sweets,” he says. 

The fruit served at breakfast is the only Ame -- 
ican custom which von Wolzogen recommends fo, 
adoption at European tables, but at that, the 
morning fruit in America “is spoflied by #eing 
hidden under huge mountains of sifted sugar.” 

In connection with American love of sweets, the 
Baron asserts he was offered honey for a sauce 
for roast beef. He says that beefsteak and mut- 
ton cutlets are the only dishes Americans can 
prepare decently; most of their veal cutlets and 
wiener schnitzel are hardly fit to eat. Nor do 
Americans know what a sharp knife is, ' 

“You have to rip chunks off your piece of 
meat with a blunt, brass knife unless you pref*r 
to put the whole piece in your mouth and chew 
it by degrees or tear it with your teeth. 

“More, the Yankees eat fowl in immense 
quantity; their chickens are as tall as storks and 


fat as pug dogs, but their flesh is neither tender. 


nor delicate.” 

The Baron found in America that washing plates 
is too hard upon che delicate nerves of the kitchen 
servants, so you have to eat. your whole meal 
from fruit, through meat to sweets, from the same 
He adds that “this is true in fine house- 


restaurants except-the very best ones,” . 

The Baron fires his parting shot against sweet 
potatoes thus “They look like glycerine soap and 
taste that way, too.”

LIFE INSURANCE 
STATE MONOPOLY 


Italy Will Hit Private Companies 
and Raise Fund for Age 
Pensions.

ROME, June 24.—The Government is getting 
ready to establish a Government insurance mon- 
opoly. When this is.done'no private insurance 
companies will be permitted to operate in Italy. 
Companies will be allowed complete policies al- 
ready written, but ,no company will’ be allowed. 
to write new business: Any person obtaining in- 
surance in a private insurance company will be 


policy. 

The profits acruing from the insurance monop- 
oly will be used by the Government for old age 
pensions for workers. Of the profits & per cent 
will be kept as reserve, 5 per cent. will be used 
in covering the office expenses and commissions 
to employes ‘and the remaining 90 per cent will 
go to pensions. ° 

To begin with, $1,009,000 will be taken from the 
treasury and placed at the disposal of the insur- 
ance monopoly. This sum is to be paid back in 
10 years. The premiums charged will be the 
same as charged by existing companies, 

Private -insurance concerns have been fighting 
the project strenuously. They have. quite a bit 
to lose. The foreign insurance companies doing 
business in Italy have a capital of $186,000,000. ofr 
this amount $28,000,000 represents American con- 
cerns. 

It is said that the insurance companies now 
doing business in Italy intend to cut rates be- 
tween now and the time the moriopoly is to be 
established in an effort to get large numbers 
of policy holders while they are still allowed to 
operate.

You have only to read 
(Jean Juarez’s book “L’Armee WNou- 
velle” to see how one can secure the 
defense of a country without running 
the danger of introducing militarism.

Greatest Commonwealth.

Ths extraordinary increase of the 
population of the United States of 
America’ is a phenomenon which is 
incomparable in the history of man- 
kine. If we inquire into the causes 
we shall find similar motives in the 
former relations between Europe and 


Asia. As long as our world distin- | 


guished itself by a gradual progress 
of culture, by the amelioration of our 
institutions and by the rise of liberty, 
Wwe steadily surpassed our feliow men 
in Asia in power, in science, in 
wealth and in the settled conditions 
of society. This era begins at the 
time of the Renaissance and it de- 
clines, one might say, from the very 
moment when the European govern- 
ments, partly afraid of the spreading 
democratic spirit, had to restrict the 
liberal movement, partly also when 
stimulated by the rivalry in econom!- 
cal interests, they had to devote num- 
berlesg millions to armaments, and by 
increasing taxes had caused the im- 
poverishment of the former middle 
class, 

It was certainly a great misfortune 
that Europe attributing her victory over 
Asia to the special structure of our so- 
ciety, to the aristocratic tendencies of 
the ruling class and to the superiority of 
the Christian religion, was always bent 
upon strengthening these so-called suc- 
cessful means, forgetting thereby the 
aitered condition. of. our social life, 
caused by the awakening of the masses 
and by the irrepressible spirit of the 
age. 

The consequence. of this mistake man- 
ifested itself very soon. The number of 
discontented Europeans was steadily in- 
creasing. It also augmented the host of 
the hungry, destitute and homeless citi- 
zens, to whom no other outway was left 
than to emigrate to the new world, 
where the air was not contaminated by 
tiie foul influence of medieval institu- 
tions, where men enjoying full liberty 
under the banner of freedom, were not 
subjected to the adversities of bygone, 
‘prejudiced and dark ages. It fs thus 
that America became the refuge of per- 
eecuted men and the harbor of a new 
and better world. No wonder, there- 
fcre, that the number of immigrants 
increased in the same meas'ire in which 
reactionary Europe persisted in her per- 
nicious and blind zeal, and that the 3,- 
999,214 inhabitants of America in 179 
Feve risen to the height of 93,492,151:in 
3910. It is but natural that this. number 
will speedily swell and that the de- 
erepit, reactionary old Eurcpe will con- 
tinue furnishing to the great republic 
the very means which will heighten the 
power and luster of her transatlantic 
rival and make America in future the 
mightiest commonwealth of the world.

CITES WRECKED HOMES

J berg sues Dr. B. W. Lindberg 
for divorce in Kansas City, 
alleging that he is a devotee of 
esoteric Buddhism, the “inner cir- 
cle’’ of theosophy, and that this 
strange Oriental cult taught him to 
seek purification and perfection by 
holding himself aloof from his 
wife. 
AY 13, 1911—Miss Alta Mar- 
MV hezka, a beautiful young girl 
of excellent family, at- 
tempts suicide in New York, so 
that she might die and join her 
“God man,” Dr. W. R. C. Lat- 
gon, a brilliant physician, who had 
killed himself a day or two be- 
fore. He was a priest of the Tan- 
trick order, a Hindu religion, and 
she was his aid. 
PRIL, 1911—Evelyn Arthur See, 
A priest of the ‘‘Inner Thought 
Circle of Absolute Lffe,” ar- 
rested in Chicago with a number 
of girls of good families who were 
his “nautch’ girls,’’ performing 
weird and secret rites of a strange 
Oriental cult.’’ 
PRIL, 1911—Pierre A. Bernard, 
A known as ‘“‘Oom the Omnipo- 
tent,”’ arrested in New’ York, 
charged with abducting Qoertrude 
Leo, aged 19. He was an Oriental 
“Gurn"’ and she was a devotee of 
his religion. 
UGUST 2%, 1910—Maj. J. F. 
A Hanson, president of the 
Central of Georgia Railroad, 
ehaggee that his wife’s suit for di- 
Werc., and the estrangement of 
@vervy saember of his family, was 
the result of theosophy. 
ULY 10, 1910—Mrs. G. W. Lim- 
J erick of Guthrie, Ok., sues for 
divorce, alleging that her hus- 
band, a capitalist of Oklahoma 
City, became estranged from her 
because of his devotion to theos- 
ophy. 
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strange Oriental philosophy has caused 
Mre. Laura Lindberg, 211 Linwood 
boulevard, a member of the old Tobener 
family of this city, to sue Dr. B. W. 
Idndberg for divorce. 

Dr. Lindberg speaks of it simply as 
“theosophy,.’’ a respectable philosophy 
of Hindu origin which has 250,000 fol- 
lowers in. the United States and abow 
10) devotees, including some of the most 
intellectual persons, in Kansas City. 

Mrs. Lindberg speaks of this philoso- 
phy with a shudder as a “soul destroy- 
ing poison’’ that has come out of the 
East to break the hearts of wives and 
wreck homes and happiness. ‘Esoteric 
Buddhism,” she calls it. ‘ 

New Faith Changed Him. 

She says that until her husband be- 
came a member of the “inner circle” 
of theosophy, Known as “Esoteric Bud- 
dhism,’’ he was devoted and kind to her 
and their little girl. But after this phi- 
lIcsophy of the Orient had enthralled him 
he would not occupy a room with his 
wife, he poured water over his naked 
bedy jeach morning, reciting the while 
@ welrd chant: 

*“Oom! Oom! Oom!” 

He had images of Buddha and of 
Christ in a room upstairs which he kept 
locked and he bowed before them and 


worshipped each morning. 


He would not eat meat because he be- 
lieved that the souls of men after death 
entered the bodies of animals. 

When his daughter died he would not 


‘look at the body, declaring that it was 


only an empty shell which the soul had 
cast aside. He would not visit her 
grave for the same reason. 

He announced that he was going to 
the College of Occult Science in Simla, 


India, there to dwell for five years in 


the caves of the college—silent, alone, in 
darkness. It will be five years of yearn- 
ing after the infinite, assisted by the 
concentration of adepts who are far ad- 
vanced. 

Dr. Lindberg will not contest the suit 
of his wife for divorce. He is a silent, 
gloomy-looking man, with an _ intel- 
lectual face. He said: 


Fosophy and he believed, as does Dr. 


Lindberg, that the companionship of his 
wife kept him from reaching perfection. 
He believed that man must be purified 
through a long novitiate of abstinence 
from all sensual things. He believed, 
as does Dr. Lindberg, that man, instead 
of being a higher organism evolved 
from a lower, is a descent from beings 
of a semi-divine nature, an occurrence 
caused by the degradation into sex of 
the previously sexless and then andro- 
gynous races. 

His wife was granted a divorce and 
$20,006 alimony and Limerick went to 
Smila, India, to become more proficient 
in theosophy. 

Mrs. Hanson, wife of Maj. J. F. Han- 
son, president of the Central of Georgia 
Railroad, became estranged from him 
and sued for divorce. He alleged that 
they got along well together until she 
became a theosophist. 


Mrs. Pc Ben a Sc will give attention in 











her lecture to other strange religions 
that have beén {ifiported from the Orient 
and which have wrought great sorrow 
in American homes. She declares that 
Oriental occultism in various forms is 
Spreading with wonderful rapidity: in 
this country and that # is all leprous 
in itg nature. ; 

Among these cults is the “Order of 
‘Tantriks,” which is said to have 100,000 
followers in this country. This order ir 
divid into four degrees. The first is 
the practice of conjuring and “black 
magic;’’ second, the study of occult- 
ism; third, to the ‘‘Kaula rite,” which 
Mrs. Lindberg says is nothing more nor 
less than woman worship. 

There is great™need in the order for 
“nautch girls” to dance in the “Kaula 
rite,” and it was for enticing girls for 
this worship in Chicago that Pierre 
Bernard was arrested recently in Chi- 
cago. The “Kaula rite’ is said to have 
features in common with the worship of 
Baal and Moloch by the ancient Ab-

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syrians, the Eleusinian mysteries and 
the Bacchanalia of classical times. 
The Theosophical Society of America 
was formed in New York City by Mme. 
H. P. Blavatsky. Col. H. 8. Olcott, W. 

Three 
years later. Mme. Blavatsky and Col. 
Olcott established headquarters in 
Madras, India.

Made io-Cent Purchass Mini 
mum, Jackson Gets Busy. 


BOUGHT DAILY CAR LOAD 


When His Transformed Wagons 
Went Out, There Was a Rush’ 
for Nickles’ Worth 


PINE BLUFF, Ark., June %.—This is 
the story “f how Joe Jackson, the Pine 
Bluff Banana King, became an _ ice 
King over night. His throne was a bit 


shaky for a week, but strong reinforce- 
ments from plainspoken Bob Eagle of 
England, and a threatened discrimina- 
tion suit against the Cotton Belt Ratl- 
road have served as props, and Jaekson 
is now thinking of wearing both crowns 
simultaneously. 

Jackson knew all about the monopoly 
business before he tackled the ice ques- 
tion, because he had a monopoly of his 
Own—but that was because he sold bet- 
ter bananas cheaper than any one else 
cared to, from a dozen warons that pa- 
troled the town each day. ‘Sell *em 
cheap,’ was his instructions to his men, 
and also their cry through the etreet. 

The Pine Bluff Delivery Co. had a 
-monopoly on the ice busipess, but for 
different reasons, chief of which was 
that they had obetained contracts for 
the entire output of both local factories. 

Five-Cent Sales Are Barred, 

When it gets hot in the black lends 
of Arkansas, it is hot. When it gets 
real good and hot, the demand for ice 
grows enormously, and riches }oom “be- 
fore the vendors. Lack of opposition 
had made the Pine Bluff Delivery Co. 
very independent, and am order was is- 
sued to drivers not to sell ice in quan- 
tities less.than 10 cents worth. 

This order caused much suffering 
in the city, and Jackson heard every- 
where a cry for small quantities of 
ice. One night he called in all his 
banana wagons and the sides were 
incased in canvas, upon which, ig a 

ap- 
peared the words: 
“ICE 30 CENTS 100 POUNDS—J 


PER 
CENTS WORTH IF YOU 
WANT IT.” 


Jackson slipped over to England 
and closed a deal with the ice plant 
there and returned to Pine Bluff, 
with a car of ice. His wagons did 
@ land office business and the Pine 
Bluff Delivery Co. awoke to the fact 
that a rival had grown over night, 
and with a bolt of canvas, a marking 
pot and commercial standing suffi- 
cient to purchase a car of ice, had 
gwept away a greater portion of the 
trade the monopoly had levied cribute 
ppon. 

Factory Cannot Be Bluffed. 

The Pine Bluff Delivery Co. soon 
discovered that the ice came from 
the England factory. <A _ representa- 
tive went to England and requested 
that no more ice be sold to Jackson, 
The messenger encountered Bob 
Eagle, a member of a family which 
has furnished fighters, governors, 
politicians and big camp grounds for 
Arkansas. Eagle listened to the ulti- 
matum of the Pine Bluff monopoly, 
then told him of a hot place where 
thie England plant was not serving ice. 
at present and where the Pine Bluff 
‘man might find a good . business) 
awaiting him if he would be so oblig- 
ing as to go there. 

Failing to bluff Eagle, the Pine Bluft 
Delivery Co, began sending a car of ice 
daily to England and cutting the price. 
But England is so small that the peo- 
ple do not consume enough ice for the 
ent price from outside concern to 
make any great diffeernce with them: 
and besides they soon learned of the 
motive and the daily shipment became 
a heavy losing venture. | 

Brings Railroad to Time. 

The next move was an order issued by 
the, Cotton Belt Railroad, stating it 
could not longer supply Jackson with 
refrigerator cars to ship his ics into 
Pine Bluff. For a day the poor people 
of Pine Bluff, with whom Jeckson had 
become immensely popular, had to buy 
under the 10-cent rule or go without 
ice. But that day was a busy one for 
Jackson. He consulted an attorney, 
who told him of a State law designed 
to prevent railroads from showing dis- 
crimination, and if the State law was 
not sufficient to bring the railroad to 
terms, the Interstate Gommerce Com- 
mission could be called upon to enforce 
a Federal statute of the same import. 

Jackson was happy and informed the 
attorney, planking down a fat fee, that 
he was in the fight to the end. The 
attorneys promptly notified the railroad 
officials that unless Jackson had cars 
every day at England prosecution would 
follow. One day was sufficient for the 
word to reach headquarters, and little 
more than one day was required for 
@ promise that Jackson could have all 
the cars he wanted. 

Jackson is now happy, the people ‘of 
Pine Bluff are happy, but, on the other 
hand there is woe to the commission 
merchant who no longer sells the “big 
nippa de banan” to Jackson for his 
many wagons.

PARIS, June %#.—Threatened invasion 
of women into the sacred circles of the 
faculty of the University of Paris have 
caused the dons of that institution great 
amazement and consternation. “ They 
have decided to “examine the situation,” 
which is the French equivalent for the 
American orator’s “‘viéwing with alarm.”’ 

Last year one girl tried the examina- 
tions for the superior normal school, 
the highest branch of the. university, 
intended to turn out professors for ‘the 
university. This year several’ giris ‘are 
prepared to make the attempt. 

For that matter,. women have been in- 
vading all the branches of the big 
French school, both in the Parise and 
extension departments. Altogether there 
are nearly 4000 co-eds, while in Paris 
there are 2121, or about one-eighth of the 
total student population. The women’s 
enrollment this year increased by 144, 
while that of the men gained by two. 

A majority of the women students are 
French girls, too. In the college of -let- 
ters there are 1147 French girls and 1002 
of foreign birth: in the college of sci- 





ence there are 308 French, 150 foreign; in’ 


medicine, 618 French, 530 foreign; phar- 
macy, 61 French, 8 foreign; law, 62

IN TEXAS REVEL 
~ IN AUTOMOBILES 


Scores of Them Are Off to 
Europe or Summer Resorts 
on Returns From Crop. 


PAY AGENT $10,000 YEAR

Net Income From Strong Smell- 
ing Vegetable This Year Es- 
timated at $1,725,000. 


AUSTIN, Tex., June 24.—The South- 
ern Texas Truck Growers Association 
has*had a remarkable growth during 
the last few years. It is estimated by 
Roy Campbell, who draws a salary of 
$10,000 a year as sales manager of the 
organization, that it will have handled 
this year about four thousand carloads 
of Texas produce. The association was 
formed in 1906 and that year handled 
only 600 cars of produce. It is predicted 
by Campbell that in another five years 
it will be handling annually more than 
ten thousand carloads. 

The Texas Bermuda onion crop this 
year aggregated approximately 2300 cars, 
of which number the Southern Truck 
Growers’ Association handled about 1900 
ears. The average price which the grow- 
er received Was about $1.50 net a crate. 
There are 600 crates to a car, making 
a total of abdéut 1,150,000 crates, which 
brought the growers a net income of 
about $1,725,900. 


1100 Cars of Potatoes, 
Besides the onion crop the associa- 


tion is handling early potatoes for many 
growers, and its shipments of this prod- 
use will be moré than 1100 cars, it ‘s 
stated. But for the failure, of the cab- 
bage crop, the association would have 
handled more than six thousand car- 
loads of produce this season. The cost 
of maintaining the association during 
the shipping season ‘will aggregate ap- 
proximately $60,000. This includes the 
salary of the sales agent, as well as 
the expenses of maintaining agents in 
many of the larger cities of the country. 
The fund out of which the expensts are 
paid is raised by an assessment upon 
each crate of produce shipped. 

Of the 2300 carloads of Bermuda 
enions that were produced in Texas this 
year, the section adjacent to Laredo 
contributed 1690 cars. Prices were 60 
satisfactory that steps are being taken 
to greatly increase the onion acreage 
in, that section. In order to bring the 
upland back from the Rio Grande under 
cultivation dams will .be constructed 
across gulches and waterways and stor- 
age reservoirs formed to supply water 
for irrigation purposes. 


Water Is Big Problem. 
Some of the growers are already lift- 


ing the water out of the Rio Grande to 
a height of 10 feet in order to place it 
upon their onion farms. Tentative steps 
have been taken towards the establish- 
ment of a large gravity canal and irri- 
gation enterprise on the Mexican side 
of the river above Laredo, and the pro- 
moters of this project contemplate bring- 
ing the water across the river to the 
American side by means of a concrete 
flume. It is held by engineers who 
have examined the situation that the 
project is entirely feasible, and that big 
tracts of land may be brought under 
guitivation on both sides of the river by 
this means. 

The use of natural gas for engine 
fuel in irrigation plants of the onion 
growers proved so satisfactory during 
1e@ past season that many more farmers 
will adopt the new fuel next season, 
and there will be extensive enlargement 
made of the gas-distributing system 
through the valley section. This gas is 
piped from wells at Relser, 22 miles 
from Laredo. 

The Bermuda onion growers of Texas 
are giving outward .evidences of their 
general prosperity. Many of them have 
purch automobiles during the last 
few s; others are off on trips to 
Europe or the summer resorts of the 
North and Hast, and others are making 
extensive improvements to their respect- 


live properties. The banks of Laredo and 


ether onion towns are filled with money 
derived from the crop.

FEAR OF CHARGES | 
LED 10 SUICIDE 
UF CAPT. JARVIS 


Killed Himself Day After” Con- 
gress Had Been Asked to In- 
vestigate Alleged Conspiracy. 


HAD WON HERO MEDAL 
His Rescue of Whalers Impris- 
oned in Arctic Won Mention 
in President’s Message. 





SEATTLE, Wash., June 2.—The sui- 
cide of Capt. David H. Jarvis yesterday 
followed almost immedjateély the publica» 
tion here that Delegate James Wicker- 
cham. had introduced a resolution in 
Congress calling for an investigation of 
Alaskan troubles in which Jarvis had 
been concerned. » 

Jarvis was for many years a con- 

trolling factor in the affairs of the Mor- 
can-Guggemhelm Alaska interests. 
‘ H. J. Douglas was sent here three 
years ago as auditor of the Northwest- 
ern Corgmercial Co. by & W. Ecoles, 
personal representative of the Guggen- 
heim brothers. 

Douglas and Jarvis clashed almost 
from the beginning and in the end Jar- 
vis won. But when Douglas retired he 
carried with him te New York phgto- 
graphic copies of alleged vouchers for 
heavy expenditures in the -trial of Ed. 
Hasey, who was accused of murder 
when he led a force of Copper River 
railroad workmen against a party of 
surveyors and laborers employed by: a 
rival company in the famous Keystone 
“Canyon fight four years ago. 

Jarvis Used Money in Defense. 

One man was killed and several were 
wounded in the fight. Hasey was in- 
dicted for murder.- On his first trial 
he escaped with a hung jury. One 
voucher which Douglas photographed is 
asserted to have shown the expendi- 
ture of a large sum by Jarvis in Hasey’s 
defense. 

Improper use of money was charged 
by Douglas and other enemies of Jar- 
vis. Only recently, secret service opbra- 
tives believed to represent the Depart- 
ment of Justice at Washington, came 
to Seattle to probe into the matter. Jar- 
vis knew of their visfts. ‘ 

Tuesday, Delegate James Wicker- 
sham introduced a resolution in the 
House of Representatives calling on 
the Secretary of War for copies of 
effidavits and other papers filed by 
Douglas a year ago, charging in ef- 
fect that the Northwestern Commer- 
cial Co. and the John J, Sesnon Co. 
had conspired unlawfully to force a 
high price for coal from the War De- 
partment on contracts for Fort Davis 
and Liscum, in Alaska, 

The story was printed in Seattle 
Thursday. Friday Jarvis killed him-f 
self, 

Men who knew Jarvis well assert 
that these matters undoubtedly preyed 
on his mind until he determined to 
kill himself. 


_ Hero of, Brave Rescue. 

Capt. Jarvis was the hero of one of 
the most brilliant aretic rescues ever 
made. 

In 1899, as commander of the rev- 
enue cutter Bear, he led an exped'- 
tion which rescued several hundred 
frozen-in whalers at Port Barrow, 
Alaska. The whalers had been caught 
in- the Arctic ice at the beginning 
of the long night and the crews were 
in danger of starvation. The Govern- 
ment sent an expedition. to rescue 
them. The expedition was landed at 
Cape Vancouver Dec. 20 and was due 
at St. Michaels 10 days later by .an 
overland tramp. “Ice prevented the 
Bear from getting within 100 miles 
of Cape Nome or Sledge Island. 

The turn back was mfde 96 miles from 
Cape Nome, the farthest point north in 
Behring Sea, at that time, ever reached 
by any vessel in the winter season. It 
was then determined to make for Cape 
Vancouver, the nearest place where a 
probable landing could be made. 

-lere an anchorage’ was effected and, 
after great difficulties, Lieut. Jarvis 
reathed shore in a whale boat and ar- 
ranged for an expedition to St. Mich- 
aels via Andreafski in ten days. 

The party that landed with Lieut. Jar- 
vis consisted of Lieut. Bertholf, Dr. Call 
and Koltchoff, From St. Nicholas Lfeut, 
Jarvis made his way to Port Clarence 
and the frozen-in men. President Mc- 
Kinley spoke of Lieut. Jarvis’ heroic 
work in his message to Congress and 
Congress voted him a gold medal.

COLUMBUS, OQ, June 2%.—A stenog- 
rapher’s transcripts from a dictagrapn, 
placed by detectives in their room in a 
hotel here to trap dishonest legislators, 
were admitted in evidence here today in 
the boodle cases, after Inventor Turner 
of New York had expiained to the jury 
how the device works, and had de- 
clared that high efficiency had been at- 
talned with it. 

This was an important point for the 
State, since Detective Wiltam J. Burns, 
under whose direction the boodle cases 





were ifvestigated, relied on the dicta- 


graph transcripts to corroborate the 
statements of his operatives about 
money paid to procure the passage of 
biis. 

The dictagraph is lke a highly sen- 
sitized and enlargéd telephone transmit- 
ter. In the investigation here it was 
placed under @ couch in the detectives’ 
room, and wires were run from it into 
the room adjoining, where a stenogra- 
pher from the Prosecuting Attorney's 
office sat with a telephone operator’s 
receiver over his head. The stenpgra- 
pher thus could hear every word spoke 
in the room adjoining, and. he took it 
down in shorthand.

WASHINGTON, June 24.—The in- 
quiry into the Colorado group ef beet 
sug factories, controlled by the 
Ame n Sugar Refining Co., through 
the Great Western Sugar Co., was 
concluded today by the House Sugar 
Trust Investigating Committee. Next 
week the go-called sugar trust in- 
terests in California industries will be 
taken up. 

John D. Spreckels will be a witness 
as also will Claus Spreckels upon hrs 
return from Europe. 

Further insight into the relations 
of the Mormon Church and the Amerti- 
ean Sugar Refining Co. will be sought 
Monday from Prophet Joseph F. 
Smith, heag of the Church of Jesus 
Christ and the Latter Day Saints. 
Both Prophet Smith, who is president 
ef the Utah-Idaho Sugar Co., and 
holds as trustee, for the people nearly 
50,000 shares of sugar stock, and 
Bishop Nibley, business manager of 
the church, are en route here.

Friends of Man He Killed Watch 


in Gloomy Silence as Youth 
Leaves Court. 


There was joy as if for an acquittal 
among the factionists of Antonio San- 
sone, charged with the murder of Guli- 
seppe Camarata, when ‘the jufy in the 
case was discharged, as hopelessly di- 
vided, by Judge McQuilin at 8 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. The jury. stood 
gix for acquittal and six for conviction. 
having been out since 6 p. m. Friday. 

Sansone’s mother patted him affec- 
tionatély upon the back, and the faces 
of his relatives and friends were 
wreathed with, smiles. Sansone himself 
lighted a cigar in the Four Courts corri- 
dor and chatted, laughing with his fol- 
lowers. The adherents to the’ cause of 
the dead man listened to the discharge 
of the jury in silence. Sansone’s at- 
torneys shook hands with him and dbn- 
gratulated him. 

The foreman of the jury reported that 
{t was impossible to reach a 
unanimous verdict,’ as fequired by 
yvdaw. On the first ballot, he said, 
the vote was nine to three for con- 
viction, but upon the second ballot three 
votes were won to those in favor of ac- 
quittal. 

| Compromise Offered. 

Four of the six wishing to convic. 
were willing to compromise on a verdic: 
for second degree murder, with a sen- 
ehce of 10 years’ imprisonment, but the 
other two held out for a verdict of mur- 
der jn the first degree. A verdict of 
manslaughter was impossible, as. the 
Court’s instructions confined the jury 


either to a verdict of murder in the} 
“irst degree or murder in the second de- 


gree, or acquittal.-. 

Sansone’s plea of self-defense led ts 
the disagreement of the jurors. Several 
witnesses testified that Camarata had 
threatened Sansone, and that he walked 
toward Sansone with menacing ges- 
tures. After Sansone stabbed him the 
iirst time, Camarata shot at hffn several! 
times with a revolver, the evidence 
showed. ts 

Ball Is Granted, 

Sansone’s attorneys asked that he be 
admitted to bail, and as Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Shaner offered no ob- 
jectién, Judge McQuillin granted the 
raquest. “He stated at first that he 
thought $15,000 would be a proper bond, 
but diminished {it to $12,000. Chris Scha- 
wacker. and Michael Sansone, the de-

THREE ROUTES FOR 
STATE HIGHWAY 


The fate of the State highway across 
Migsourt will, to some extent, be settled 
at a meeting to be held at Jefferson 
City, June 28, of the committee from 
the State Board of “Agriculture: This 
committee was appointed by Gov. Had- 
ley to find the best routé across the 
State for a State highway. This State 
road is to be the continuation of a na- 
‘ion-wide highway, frem the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. ane 

The conditions which will determine 
the course of the cofmmittee in the se- 
lection of the route will be: First, the 
number of miles of permanent road al- 
ready’ constructed or contemplated 
whigh rhay "be utilized; second, the willl- 
ingness of the people in the counties 
end municipalities through which either 
of the three routés pass to assist finan- 
cially in the movement; third, the atti- 
tude of the county courts and authori- 
ties toward tho proposition; fourth, the 
number of bridges to be constructed 
and the amount of heavy grading neces 
sary to be done along either of the 
routes. ‘ 

It is hoped, the Governor says, tha* 
the committee will be ready to make its 
selection of a route about Aug. 1, and 
that most of the grading may be done 
by early fall. 

The municipalities along each of the 
three routs are organizing association: 
to boost their respective claims. :

INNING IN GRAIN FIELDS) 
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Drouth and Heat Sends Prices Into New rf 
Pcinton the Crop; Some Reaction Follows 
in Closing Session. 
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“Crop killers” marched over the 
fain country the past week with 
blaring trumpets and from thé gos- 
ie on the wires it was almost pos- 

le to believe that not a bushel of 
corn, wheat or oatg would be raised 
thia season. 

First, the s0-called experts sent 
wheat prices upward on hot weather 
in the winter belt, When it developed. 
that the winter wheat was turn ng 
out a yield fully up to recent expec- 
tations and that the ve heat came 
too late to do much damage, and 
only forced an early harvest, making 
July an early .month, which was a 
bear card owing to ‘the big cash 
wheat supplies on hand from _ the 
May deal, ney changed their line 


wheat territory. 

Conditions there were’ ideal until 
their arrival, the Government report 
of June 1 showing a high condition 
on increased per eres. 

But atcording the “killers,” 
after they got to working, three days 
of hot weather destroyed half the 
crop in South Dakota and threatened 
the yiel€ in North Dakota and Min- 
nesota, 

Corn Crop Is Steady. 

Just to help things along the destruc- 
tionists also discovered that the corn 
crop could not stand hot weather, and 
proceeded to burn it up (on the wires). 

The result of all this speculative alarm 
was a wild market in wheat, corn and 
oats, with prices rising rapidly into 
new high territory on the crop; oats 
selling at an advance of 50 per cent from 
their low point last winter, and corn 33 
per cent. 

There has no doubt been considerable 
damage done to all grains by the present 
prolonged heat and drouth; but the spec- 
ulator makes his money by exaggerating 
such conditions, and the damage is prob- 
4 about 9 per cent less than reported. 

it is the same old game every season. 

Last year the “killers” started in 
on the wintér crop and had it half 
dead in the early stages, but the total 
harvest Was 464,044,000 bu, against 
446,366,000 bu the precedin year, 
and. was only once exceeded in the 
perore year of 1906 with 492,888,000 


The spring wheat crop also was 
attacked last year, and reported all 
but destroyed and the yileld turned

HOTEL ATTACHES TESTIFY 





One Withess to Fray Declares 
St. Louisan Struck Blow 
With Left Hand. 


Special to the Post- Dispatch. 
DENVER, June 24.—After a brief €x- 


amination of only three witnesses the 
trial of Frank H. Henwood for the mur- 
der of George B. Copeland, was ad- 


journed today until Monday. 
The brief session was notable for a 


sharp exchange between wudge Whit- 


ford and John T. Bottom, the attorney 
for Henwood. The latter, in question- 
ing Joseph Hollesfer, a bell boy of the 
Brown Palace Hotel, had again sought 
to bring out evidence of a threatening 
attitude on the part of 8. Louis von 
Phul of St. Louis, in advance of the 
shooting of von Phul and Copeland by 
Henwood but the court again ruled the 
testimony did not show an attitude war- 
ranting the shooting. 

Attorney Bottom Has thus far been 
frustrated in trying to introduce testi- 
mony to show that von Phul had 
threatened Henwood in advance. 

No Evidence of Threats. 

Judge Whitford, in renderiag his deci- 
sion on the motion to introduce testt- 
mony showing threats, stated that the 
only evidence so far introduced by the 
State and the defense was to the ef- 
fect that as soon as von. Phul had 
knocked Henwood down he turned his 
back upon Henwood and for the time 
abandoned the quarrel. 

The fact that Henwood then com- 
menced to shoot, in point of law, made 
him the aggressor, say the State’s at- 
torneys. “Ugless the defense can show 
by further testimony that at the time 
Henwood.drew his pistol and began to 


} shoot, von Phul was in an attitude or 


made some movement which warranted 
Henwood to think himself in danger of 
great bodily harm, the plea of self-de- 
fense falls. 

Bottom persisted in his request to 
read his precedents, whereupon Judge 
Whitford exhibited impatience and 
perémpt¢rily ordered Bottom to sit 
down. Bottom declared that he took 
exception to the remarks of the 
Court in the presence of the jury. 

Judge Scolds Attorney. 

“IT also take exception to your re- 
marks,” declared Judge Whitford. 
“The Court is displeased with counsel 
for the defense,” 
Whitford, “for this delay. There is 
nothing ‘before the court. The ques- 
tion of proving the overt act has been 
decided.”’ 

Endeavoring’* to comply with the 
Court’s demand that the way be 
paved for the testimony of Henwood 
and Mrs. Springer, the defense at the 
beginning of the day’s session put Ed- 
ward du Chane, another bell boy on 
the stand. 

Du Chane was an eye witness to 
the tradegy. Jie Stated that when 
he saw von P.sul knock Henwood 
down he thought a fist fight was im- 
minent and moved toward the two 
men to get a better view of the fray. 
He said that when Henwood lay on 
the floor von Phul stood near the 
bar facing him, with his right hand 
on his hip pocket. He was looking 
toward Henwood when the latter 
fired. 

Clerk and Bellboy Testify. 

Du Chane was the first of those who 
witnessed the events of the night :o 
describe the blow with which von 
Phul floored Henwood, as being de- 
livereq with the left hand, instead of 
his right. 

L, M, Beyers, a clerk fn the hotel, 
followed Du Chane as a witness. The 
defense attempted to show by him 
that von Phul requested a change in 
hotel apartments which would place 
him close to those occupied by, the 
Springer family. On the objection of 
the State testimony of this chacacter 
wag excluded. 

He testified to the fact that von 
Phul’s yYevolver was found in his 
room when _he took a change of quar- 
ters and was again found when his 
baggage was moved. It. was then 
placed in the office.

Births exceeded deaths by 2 in 8t. 
Louis last week, according to records 
filed in the city mortuary office. Tha 
arrivals numbered 277, against 207 depar- 
tures. The birth rate week before lagt 
totaled $17 and the death rate 208. 

Despite the heat, but one death was 
reported as a result of the torrid weath- 
er. Bright’s- disease and jyephritis 
proved most disastrous, with a list of 
21 dead. Twenty died of gastritis and 
kindred ailments, 18 of phthisis, 11 of 
pneumonia and $3 of bronchitis. Bight 
eccidental deaths and 6 suicides were 
reported. 

Of the 207 deaths, the zymotie dis- 
eases numbered 31, constitutional, 4, 
iocal diseases, 108; developmental, 13, 
and 15 died violent deaths.

in the world, upon the main stream of the zreat- 
est water system of the globe. 

It has not a one-sided frenzy for business, like 
London, New York and Chicago, but still retains 
traditions of culture. 

Among all the municipalities of the earth whith 
I have seen, St. Louis yields to none in advan- 
tages as a residence city. What should _ be its 
dignity is shown by its population, including sub- 
urbs, of 1,000,000 souls. 

The city’s ability to beautify itself was shown 
during the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, in con- 
structing the édifices on which approximately 
$100,000,000 was spent. The Festival Hal] and the 
Colonnade of States, with their terraces and foun- 
tains—what a pity they were demolished!—were 
far more beautiful and dignifi.1 than the far- 
famed Trocadero of Paris. The expenditure of 
an equal sum, not all at once, but by degrees, 
would make St. Louis the Paris of the New 
World. 

Had the plans whieh I have conceived been 
executed 10 years ago, the cost would have been 
half that which it would be today. If we wait 
10 years longer, the expense will be twice that 
calculated for the present. But it is too much to 
hope that these id 1s will be put into effect at 
once. The best we can expect is that they may 
be held rigidly in mind, in order to prevent such 
esthetic blunders as the location of the new 
Subtreasrry or Fourth street instead of farther 
west, and of the new Postoffice on Clark avenue 
and Eighteenth street, instead of upon Market 
and Eighteenth streets. 

I would initiate the system at the river, in con- 
nection with the great levee which is to be con- 
structed. East of the Courthouse, and extending 
to the river, there should be a park, leading to 
a boulevard as wide as the space from Market 
street to Chestnut street and running to Twelfth 
street. 

Here would begin the center of the city’s system 
of beauty, in the form of a great City Park, bound- 
ed by Twelfth and Twentieth streets and by 
Market and Olive streets. In the center of 
the park I would build a Convention Hall and 
Museum, commodious enough to house any na- 
tional assemblage and containing exhibits of the 
Products and posit “tities of Missouri. — 

The nucleus of the buildines to decorate this 
Square already exirts. On the south are the City 
Hall, the Municipal Courts Building, the new 
Postoffice and the Union Station.

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City Park Plan Feasible

R. GRUEN’S City Park plan would 
be a splendid thing for St, Loris. 
Fortunately, most of the buildings 

in the district bounded by Twelfth, 
Twentieth, Market and Olive streets cculd 
be razed without disaster to the city. 

I am in favor, also, of the extension of 
King’s Highway from waterfront to water- 
front, the connection of our parks by a 

boulevard system, as in Boston; and the 
improvement of the Levee with recreation 
piers, as in New York. 
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tenary Methodist Episcopa] Church, South, at 
Sixteenth and Pine streets. The western bound- 
ary, Twentieth street, would soon be occupied by 
hotels, I believe, because of its proximity to Union 
Station. 

The casual] traveler who wanders out of Union 
Station between trains to see the city is most 
repulsively impressed by its ugly environment, 
and relates his disgust at St. Lou's in other cities. 
He is not able to do the city justicé, Secause he 
has not seen Its residence districts or its parks, 
But if he stepped out into a magnificent park, 
dignified with fine buildings and ornamented

‘ torial and sculptured art. 


In every part of Rome, save the modern dls- 
tricts, works of art are thus placed, affording 
a hint of the interior magnificence of the build- 
ings. Also, in nearly all of the European cities, 
sculptured monuments, balustrades and en- 
trances to bridges, viaducts and parks, have been 
placéd with good effect, especially where the 
landscaping and planting of the background have 
been considered. 

The same idea should be followed in planning 
our St. Louis Beautiful. An open gallery or 
colonnade along a busy street, with paintings, 
or else reproductions of paintings in mosaic, 
or a glass-covered arcade with mosaics and re 
liefs upon its walls, would possibly be an in- 
spiration for some boy or girl 10 years old, who 
would possibly otherwise not have seen an art 
gallery for 10 years more.

A con- 
clusive refutation of the accusation is the fact 
that the Turkish authorities have inviteq the 
Englishmen to renew their excavations next 
autumn.

“in hoc signo” of victory. But it had a Still 
more awful sanctity. Between the wings of the 
Cherubim upon its cover sat the presence and 
spoke the voice of the Lord.

is as Silly as seeking green cheese on 

the moon. It ts known that the Ark was 

not in the Second Temple, and it is be- 

liéved that it was not taken to Babylon 
during the captivity. 

The description of the Ark in the Penta- 
teuch, with its gold ornaments, is probably 
fanciful and poetic. Although there was cer- 
tainly a depository of the law, it is a question . 
whether the embellishments of the chest de- 
scribed by Moses were historically.correct or 
fictitious. 








Philistines dispatched the Ark upon a cart drawn 
by two milch cows without a driver, the kine, 
leaving their calves behind, carried the Ark 
straightway toward Palestine, chanting as they 





went the following processional hymn: 


“Rise, O rise, thou acacia chest! € 
Move along in thy great beauty, 

Skillfully wrought with thy golden adornments; 
Highly revered in the sanectuary’s recesses, + 
Overshadowed by the twin Cherubim.” 


The Ark’s reputation for holiness has persisted 
through the Christian Middle Ages until the pres- 
ent time. ‘“‘Christ Himself,’ wrote the Angel of 
the Schools, St. Thomas Aquinas, “was signified 
by the Ark. For in the samé manner as the Ark 
was made of setim wood, so was the body of 
Christ made of the most pure human substance. 
The Ark was entirely overlaid with gold, because 
Christ was filled witn wisdom and charity, which 
gold symbolises. In the Ark there was a golden 


vase; this represents Jesus’ most holy soul ¢con- 


taining the fullness of sanctity and the godhead, 
figured by the manna. There was also Aaron’s 
rod, to indicate the sacerdotal power of Christ for- 


éver.. Finally, the stone tables of the law were res 


likewise contairé¢ in the Ark to mean that Jesus 


‘Christ is the author of the law.” 


In a dream 8t. Bonaventure saw the Ark as a 
mystical repretentition of the Bucharist Mary 
Catboliee todav hehold the hallowed chest as a 
type of the Virgin Mary. These interpretations 


are déiived from the fact that the Ark was be- 
lieved to contain the stone tables of the Ten 


Commandments given to Moses (by some helieved 


to have been meteorites), a pot of manna, Aaron’s 
rod of prestidigitation and a copy of the Law. 

While most scholars believe that the Ark was 
lost immediately tefoie or during the Hebrew 
captiv.ty in Eabylon, some hold that it was taken 
by the conquerors to the capital city of the Chal- 
dees. Fut, if so, it was almost certainly restored 
when the Jews were reinstated in Jerusalem, in 
§20-16 B. C. 

“And when the year was expired,” the author 
of Chronicles relates, “King Nebuchadnezzar sent 
amd brought him (King Jeholachin) to Babylon, 
with the goodly vessels of the house of the 
Lord And all the vessels of the house 
of the Lord, great and small, and the treasures 
of the house of the Lord, and the treasures of 
the King, and of his princes; all these he brought 
to Babylon.” 

The theory that the Ark was among the treas- 
ures taken to Babvlon is perhaps strengthened by 
the thirty-ninth chapter of Isaiah, which relates 
a visit to King Hezekiah by the son of the King 
of Babylon. In his pride, the Jewish monarch 
displayed all of his treasures. “There was noth- 
ing in his house, nor in all h's domain, that Heze- 
kiah shewed them not.” The prophet Isaiah re- 
buked him, saying: “Behold, the days come that 
all that is in thine house, and that thy fathers 
have laid up in store until] this day, shall be car- 
ried away to Babylon; thus saith the Lord.” 

Others declare that the Ark was not taken 
into captivity, but was hidden away in the secret 
chambers of the Temple, in the apartment where 
wood was kept, «7d it is related that a certain 
priest, while working in the apartment, noticed 
that some stones projected above the others. He 
no sooner began to tell the story to a fellow priest 
than he expired. That was regarded as a sure 
sign that the Ark was buried in that place. 


Was the Ark Restored 


to Jerusalem ? 
OWEVER, if the Ark was really taken 
H to Babr’on, which most scholars doubt, 
it see... to have been returned to 
Jerusalem, according to the following sequel] re- 
lated in the book of Bzra: 

“Also Cyrus the K'ng brought forth the vessels 
of- the house of the Lord, which Nebuthadnezzar 
had brought forth out of Jerusalem, and had put 
them in the house of his gods:

It 1s possible, some writers say, that tne Ark 
had declined in esteem among the Hebrews them- 
selves, during the calamities which befell their 
nation. They remembered, perhape, thet on the 
occasion of the battle with the Philist'nes re- 
lated in I Samuel, the Ark was brought upon thé 
field as a palladium to retrieve the defeat of the 
first day. So high were their expectations of suc~ 
cor from the fetish that “all Israel shouted with 
a great shout, so that the earth rang again.” 
Nevertheless, “the Philistines. fought and Israel 
was smitten, and they fled every man into h’‘s 
tent; and there was a very great slaughter, for 
there fell of Israel thirty thousand footmen. And 
the Ark of God was ta’en.” 

Perhaps, also, the leaders may have taken 
alarm over the honors of worship paid to the 
Ark from the day when Joshua “rent his 
clothes and fell to the earth upon his face be- 
fore the Ark of the Lord unt] eventide, he and 
the elders of Israel, and put dust upon their 
heads.” It is known (II Kings. 18, 4) that King 
Hezekiah “brake in pieces the brazen serpent 


that Moses had made; for unto those days the 


children of Israel did burn incense unto it.”

The Ark’s Position. 


HE brazen serpent had been constructed by 
T Moses at thé command of Jehovah as & 
cure for snakebite, and in time the imagé 
grew_to be worshiped as a divinity. Some 
similar evolution may be sensed, perhaps, un- 
der the silence of the Bible concerning the Ark 
for several centuries. 

Before the beginning of our era, Jewish schol- 
ars began to seek explanations for the disappear- 
ance of the Ark, thus proving that it had pre- 
viously varsshed. The author of II Maccabees 
wrote h‘s book not later than the sixth decadé 
before the birth of Jesus. It commemorates tle 
deliverance of the Jews from the yo‘e of Syria 
by Judas Maccabaeus, whose nickname, lixe that 
of Charles Martel, meant “the hammer.” In 
I] Maccabees occurs this passage: 

“The prophet: (Jéremiah) being warned of 
God, commanded that the tabenacle and Ark 
should ‘accompany him until he came to the 
mountain (Nebo) where Moses went up and 
saw the inheritance of God. And when Jere- 
miah came thither he found a hollow cave, and 
he carried in th‘thér the tabernacle and the Ark 
and the altar of incense and so stopped the door. 

“Then some of them that followed him came 
up to mark the place: but they could not find 
it. And when Jeremiah perceived it, he blamed 
them, saying: ‘The place shal] be unknown, till 
God gather together the congregation of the peo- 
ple and receive them to mercy, and then the Lord 
will shew these things.’” 

Protestants, it has been said, reject the inspira- 
tion of II Maccabees ‘n all its parts. Catbolic 
scholars regard the passage quoted above as an 
authentic statement of a legend which. waa prot- 
ably untrue. That the Jows themselves did not 
accept the account of Jeremiah’s hiding of the 
Ark is shown by other explanations which be- 
came current.

Thé gen- 
erals of Alexander the Great captured the city 
332 B. C., and he is believed to have visited it.

Pompey 
the Great, who conquered Je:usalem in 66 B. C., 
entered the Holy of Holies in the Temple out of 
curlos:ty and reported h‘s astonishment at find- 
ing it empty. In this place, behind the sacred 
veil of “fine twined linen, blue, purple and sear- 
jet,” the Ark formerly had its abode. 

The Holy City was plundered in 40 B. C. by the 
Pafthians, that great ancient nation which held 
the world’s balance of power aga‘nst Rome, and 
the ancestors, it is believed, of the modern 
Turks, Three years later the devoted city was 
again pillaged by Herod, who, however, rebuilt 
the Temple with dimensions twice those of the 
Temple of Solomon, according to Josephus. 

It is certain that the Ark wes fo longer fn 
Jerusalem when the city ended its long agony 
by the Roman sword and firebrand “in 70 A. D. 
All of the holy implements found by the con- 
queror in the Temple were taken to Rome and 
d‘eplayed_ in the triumph of Vespasian and Titus. 
The goiden altar of incense, the golden candle- 
sticks and the Book of Law were exhibited, but 
not the Ark.

The Spaniard brought with him the Latin in- 
difference to the intermixtu:e of blood, and 
married, according to the reco-ds. Esther, a Cuban 
mulatto, who seems to have been his slave. As the 
city grew English in its complexion, Clamo-gan's 
descendants found public apathy as to their negro 
blood lessening. So some of them became “pallid 
ghosts, flitting fiom side to side of the color 
line.” One brother became “white’—an “Italian” 
acrobat—while anotker brother sank into the 


status of a free negro. 


The Beginning of 
the M:tamorrphosis. 
OUIS P. CLAMORGAN, ‘n th‘s generation, 
L obteined as a negro a mipor position in 
the city government. But among his neigh- 
bors at Ellendale he permitted for five years the 
acceptance of the half-truth that he and his fam- 
ily were of Span‘sh descent, At night, he board- 
ed his car at the City Hall as a negro. But in 
the ride of three-quarters of an hou~ to Ellen- 
dale a metamorphosis was wrought. He alighted 
His light-brown color 
was tkat of a Mexican, and. aroused little sus- 
picion. His wife, who is white of sy n and re- 
fined of manner, declares that shé has no negro 
infusion. Their children, some fair like their 
mother and some of darker tne. like their fa- 
ther, became popular in the neighborhwod and at- 
tended the white schools. 

Clamorgan has stated thit he rever deaied be- 
jug of remete pegro ext:a:tion. but that he did 
not think it necestary to vclunteer the informa- 
tiop. If h's neigi bors were veceived, it was not 
his fault, and perha’. it proved that custom in 
this matter was ao liar, not himself. “Clamorgan 
attempted,” sa‘d one of his apologists, “to main- 
tain Latin views of ths race question in an Anglo- 
Saxon environment.” 

For a time all rent well. The pretty home op 
Mar‘e street became a rendezveus for the voung 
peorle of the neighborhocd, for there were three 
maturing daughters, p etty, wel] educafed and ex- 
cellent musicians. None of the new § friends 
thought of investigating Clamo-gan's status at the 
City Hall. 

But Clamorger took alarm, he says, when there 
ocenrred a not surpr’s'ng development. Young 
Collins, sen of a neighbor. became devoted te the 
second daugh*er, Cora. 18 vears old. with the 
Ivstrous brown eves of some Icnz-dead anvestor 
belle of Andalusia. Her parents, they declare, 
forbade the suft and attempted to diseeurage the 
suitor. Whether the g‘r] was aware of her blood- 
taint bas not been established, She eloped with 
Collins to Hermann, Mo., and they were married. 

The girl's mother, she says, went at once to 
her son-in-law’s mother and declared her disap- 
proval of the marriage. but d'd not reveal the 
true reason. Mrs. Co.lins and her husband, Owen 


L Collins, a well-to-do real estate man, professed 
their approval of the union. The harm was done, 
according to the Clamorgans, and they attempted 
to mase the Lest of it. They took the young 
couple into the'r home and treated Collins as a 
son, aiding him in saving t:oney against ‘the 
time they should start housekeeping on their own 
account. 

A girl baby was born and christened Virginia 
Blanche, after Mrs. Collins. Then, of a sud- 
den, the house of cares which had stood for five 
years was blown to the four wints. An anony- 
mous letter warned the elder Collins that his 
daughter-in-law was a negress. The information 
was easily confirmed, by a question at the City 
Hall, and by another at the Posteffice, where a 


seeond son-in-law of Clemorgan was iound em> 


ployed as a negro. Young Collins, sot yet of 
age, brought suit through his father as next 
friend for an annvriment of the marriage, on the 
ground of his wife’s stra'n of Ethiopia, though 
five generations remote. The well-guarded secrét 
was out, exciting, according tc different points 
of view, horror, grief, pity er rage. 

What, then, is to become of the unconscious 
baby, Virginia Blanche? .If her grandfather, Cla-

courts .grant her father’s petition, she will be - 


branded from the cradle as a negro, and her life 
shunted from the beginning downwafds towards 
Africa. 

The Clamorgans, according to their friends, are 
relying on the Miseouri statute. which, by infer- 
ence, defines a negro in law as one possess'ng one- 
eighth or more of black blood. But, as Judge 
Straight said to John Warwick in Charles W. 
Chesvutt’s navel, “The House Behind the Cedars,” 


“Ibe jaw is in your favor; but custom is stronger 


than law—jn these: matters custom is stronger 
than law.” 

If the courts detide technically that Mrs. Cora 
Clamorgan Collins ts not a negress—it Is eaid 
that her proportion of’Af:ican blocd is less than 
one-thirty-second—her child, having therefo-e a 
taint of less than one-sixty-fourth, wiil be legally 
white. But inexorable custom, wherever her bar 
sinister is known, will treat her as a neég-ess, 
despite the absence of the crisped hair, prog- 
nathous jaw, snub nose, black skin and bylging 
lips cf the trve black. In the view of many, as is 
proved by the existence of several books on the 
subject, there is a large question as to the justice 
or injustice of society’s view of Virginia Blanche. 

A number of states have definite laws defin- 
ipg the degree of bloéd dilution at which inter- 
marriage becomes legal. Most of them def:ne 
a négro as one having one-eighth or mo e of negro 
blood. Othe:s forbid intermarriage in any deg ee, 
from the mulatto to the sang d’or, who is one- 
two-hundred-and-fifty-sixth black. Most of the 
No: thern States bave no legal prohibition of mis- 
eegenation. But in all them, North as well as 
Seuth, custom regards intermarriage with d's+ 
fuvor, and all men as black who have the slight- 
est admixtu’e of negro bleod. In the No th, 
a white woman who marries a negro sin's to the 
status of a negro, and jis outlawed by her own 
race, In the South, a white man who marries 
an octcrcon, as is permitted In many states by 
law, is ostracized much as is a man in the North 
who notoricusly maintains a permanent liaison. 


So, should the law declare Virginia Blanche to 
be white, custom, wit! some concessions, perhaps, 
i her pe-sonality is strcng, will still regard her 
as a negress. eondemned, if she lives and her 
story is not forgotten, to marriage with a negro 
or to celibacy. 


Scicnce Takes 
Bcth Sides. 


CIENCE, on this question, takes both sides. 
S It declares that, to all appearance, Vir- 
ginia Blanche ig white. She has hone of 
the stigma of the rfeg~o, but on the contrary every 
distinctive physical trait of the white. Unless 
negro eNvironment takes a hand, her mind is 
likely to develop as raridly as that of any white 
ehild. In fact, through her slight mixture of blcod 
Science says she is likely to be a bit more bril- 
liant than her pure white competitors. But, on 
the other hand, Science gives an emphatic warn- 
ing. Should Virginia Blanche grow up, mary 
and have children, there is a chance in so many 
hundreds that one of them will be a “throw- 
back,” and be black, reverting to the hue of the 
mother of mulatto Esther, more than a century 
ago. 

Concerning the ethics of the subject. too, mueh 
has been written on both sides. On the ene s'de, 
is pity for the hapless individual, white in eduea- 
tion and sensibility, but black by social conven- 
tion. “You have trained my ears to hear,” Ia- 
ments George Harris, an octoroon, 'n Thomas 
Dixen Jr..s “The Leopard's Spots,” “my eves 
ta see, my hand to teuch and my heart to feel, 
that yeu might terture me with the denial of 
every cry of body and soul, and roast me in the 
flames of impossible desires for time and eter- 
nity.” ae 

Ov the ether hand, ff Virginia Blanche, grown 
up, deeldes to “pass far white,” as the negro 
phrase is, and flee the pain of heing classed w'th 
the blacks, with whom she has so little physically 
ir, common, she wil] pet be able te live a life 
of entire trutb. She may be accepted every- 
where at her face value, with the secret conscious- 
ness that she would not be so aceepted if her 
antecedents were known. Her life may prerent 
the painful paradox of being true te her own 
individuality but false t> standards ef con- 
vention. Always she would be subject to ex- 


fesure, and, should she fa]l in love, to the torture _ 


of such disillusionment on the part af ber lover 
as George Tryon expe-iepced in “The House 
Rebind the Cedars,” on learning that his beeutiful 
Kowena Warwick was the daughter of an oc- 
toroen.

Melt the wat 
and epermaccti at a moderate heat, then add 
the oil and p'ace the mixture in a warm pan, 
add the roxewater, into .wh'ch the borar 
has becn dissolved. Stir rap'dly and contin- 
uoualy, until the mirture becomes un:formly 
soft and creamy. This will make a large 
quanity of cold cream, but the woman whose 
Nein is sensitive should not hesitate to ure 
cream lavishly, in summer as well as in win- 
ter.

Care Is Need:d 


in the Preparation. 


T is the same thing in making up creams and 
| toilet preparations. Take, for instance, the 
simple formula of cold cream which is f om 
the U. S. Pharmacopeia and which appears above. 
I: is a standard formula. Most of the cold creams 
in the drug stores are made by it. varied only 
according to the degree or quality of the ingre- 
dients or perfume used. The woman who has a 
genius for making up cosmerics will turn out 
a magnificent cold cream of exactly the right 
consistency, while another woman. using the same 
ingredients, but without the knack. will turn out 
a mess of rock-lite hardness and fearsome odor. 
One woman using the formula spent $1.80 for 
her ingred‘ents and then had to throw the whole 
thing out because she said it would not mix. 
Usually a woman who is a natural cook can 
make up simple toilet prepa’ations without any 
trouble, but ordinarily it is simpler and cheaper 


in: the end to buy face creams, rouges or any: 


of the more intricate toilet preparations. 

In order to avoid gett'‘ng sunburned, one should 
begin as early as March. when the first warm 
days come along. to protect the face and skin 
from constant burning. There are meny ex- 
ceilent preparations on the market, usually. with 
fancy names. which are really face creams and 
intended for this purpose—to soften and protect 
the sin. 
benzoin, glycerin, together with other animal 
or mineral fats, lanoiine, honey, pet’olatum, al- 
bolen, etc. Naturally they do not contain all these 
th'ngs together. 

Every woman who has studied her stin ought 
te know what agrees and what disagrees with it. 
Oxide of zinc, for instance, dries and vellows some 
complexions instead of whitening them. while 
benzoin or eglycerin will burn a sensitive s'‘:in. 
Many of the cosmetic jell'es are mede of isin- 
glass: others are made of honey; some of Ice- 


land moss or seaweed. 


An excellent protection for the skin consiets 
of a lotion which is a. bleach at the same time 
It ts made of rosewater and epsom salts, an 
Ouuce of epsom salts to five ounces of rosewater 
or a plain distilled water can be used instead, if 
preferred, and any desired perfume added This 
lotion is mopped over the face and a'icwed 
to dry on. It should leave a faint white nouwder 
on the face. It may prove too strong for sum 
skins, but it is quite harm'ess, | 

Most of the bleaches which are bought in the 
etores bear the label “poison.” because they con- 
tain bichloride of mercury. Howeve:, they 
ure not intended for internal use, and 'f used enly 
as directed. are usually good bleathes, “ad per- 
fectiy harmless. | ) 

A good bleach for syftburned face and neck is 
made of lactic acids 1 ounce, and glycerin, 1 
ounce, This has same effect on the skin as 
buttermilk, but is pleasanter to use.

ERE is a haby cap that 
will appeal to every 
mother —and_ to every 
little tot that has a cap 
made for it. 

This cap is so simple 
that it amounts to al- 
most nothing in weight 
There are no frills to 
annoy either the lJaun- 
dress or the baby, and it 

can be made at a very small expense. 
The design shown is for a medium size 

infant, but can readily be adapted to any 
head by making the allowance in cutting 
the goods. 


The embroidery may he done in French 
or eyelet work. and furnishes a charming 
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The simplest bleaches for the neck and face 
. are a slice of lemon, which will often tate away 
the brown stain at the back of the nec! imnie- 
diately. or.a piece of freshly cut cucumber, the 
part next to the. rind, which is coolin nd re- 
freshing. . 

The back of the neck has suffered considerably 
since the ehade het went out of style, or wos 
eclipsed momentarily. The best face specialists 
mate a point of treating the back of the neck 
with particular care, using one of the bleacnes ai- 
ready given after the neck has been very thkor- 
oughly cleaned. first with cold cream and ‘hen 
with alcohol. After the bleech has been left on 
for a little while, the neck is polished with cham- 
o‘s skin and rice powder. 

Few women give as much attenticn as they 
should to the skin at the back of the neck and 
up behind the ears, where the hair star's growing. 
The skin here is often allowed to get dark. and it 
is not only tanned, but literully negiected, Le- 
cause sO many women are afraid of tna'ing the 
cur! out of their hair by getting too near it with 
scrubbing brush and‘soap. A special cje‘n should 
be used with a lI'ttle alcorol or lemon juice, the 
back of the neck and ears thoroughly rubbed with 
it. Colonies of .little blac' heads se* le in this 
neglected spot, and just behind the ibe of the 
ears, unless great care is taken to prese've the 
most scrupulous cleanliness. [In puwdering the 
neck, whether with dry cr liquid power, tre 
back of the ears and neck should nv be neg- 
lected, as they so frequently are, and aii ensnict- 
ics should be very carefully washed of! at nisat. 

Liquid powder is the simplest and hest to ure 
on the neck during the summer, especially for 
evening. Any woman can make this herself, with- 
out the slightest difficulty. Mix ha!f an onnece of 
oxide of zinc with a tablespoonful of elycerin 
and add six ounces of disti'led water. Shae well 
before using. and if the fluid is tuo while, mix 
in a smal) quantity of ca:mine. or liquid rage. 
When the liquid powder tbichens, a.!c tore 1ose- 
water. Liquid rouge has come be m9™ dopular 
than any other kind of rouge. durine the sum- 
mer months, because it does not melt off or rub 
off with a handkerchief. It is made of eosin dis- 
solved in a little alcohol and distilied water or 
rosewater added until the desied color is ob- 
tained. A few drops of glycer'‘n can bé mixed 
with the eosin ana alcohol ‘f desired, but glycerin 
both in this and the liquid white, is not abso. 
lutely necessary, though it gives a certain sosi- 
ness to the liqu'‘d. 

The little turban and the brimless bonnet have 
other faults and sins laid up against them They 
have not shaded ac wea.er’s eyes and she has 
squinted and frowned and wrin'led her b:ows 
ubtil there is a pe:manent ‘ine where there used 
to be not even the slightest dent. 


There is a remed; for this, however, and it 
comes in the form of a paste, wh‘ch is applied to 
the forehead and dries on Instantly. It urevents 
the skin from wrinkling while it fs ‘wo-n and 
keeps the brow smoothed, no matter how per- 
turbed the disposition may be. The substance 
it flesh color and is recetmmended to be worn 
while doing housework or anr annoying work. 
* Of course, when the frown has gotten too deep. 
it can be filled in by a surgeon. and if property 
done. th's is the safest place for subcutareous in- 
jections. Nctbing subtracts years from one’s 
age as quickly as the filling in of a frown. 
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The cap should be made of handkerchief 
linen or sheer hatiste, which are hoth pret- 
ty in texture and endure no end of washing 
and ironing.

Never 
does he dream that be

Be vs of.ehath and sill, or that he will be 
permitted to participate in them. That is why, in 
all the annals of baseball, there is no record of 
such an umpire as Casey—murderer Casey of the 
Nevada State Prison—who went from a death 
cell to judge a baseball game between two teams

Patrick C. Casey, whose wooden leg and sob- 
riquet of “Pegleg” tell one chapter in the story 
of his misfortunes, was a fen of fane in a 
time gone past. That was before he wandered 
iuto the land where “s'x-shooters” and Bowie 
knives set the Darwinian theory aside. That was 
before Goldfield had sprung up in the desert .io- 
lure men on to hardships that might yield lux- 
ury or death, and before Casey, in that turbulent 
and terrible Goldfield summer of 1999, del‘ber- 
ately sauntered down a street of the mushroom 
city, slew Mrs. Thomas Heslip on her own door- 
step and dangerously wounded Mrs.

One great difference between the novice and 
the expert in swimming is that the beginner 
mates little progress through the water in pro- 
portion to the efforts expended. His stroke {is 
apparently correctly made, the hands and feet 
working in unison just as the teacher has di- 
rected, and the kick seems vigorous enough, but 
hé does not mcve forward mere than a few 
inches a stroke. 

Advice is always plentiful from swimmers who 
do not hmow anything about {t xcept that they 
can swim themselves. Tney are like golf play- 
ers who give their companions lessons during 
the game.

that he never mentions the fundamenta! prin- 
ciple of the art, which is to support the body 
by the hand and to propel it by any old leg 
stroke that comes natural] to you. 

The legs have nothing to do with ewimming 
if by swimming is meant the art of keeping 
afloat. All they do is to push the body along 
in a direction controlled by the head and hands. 

It is the hands that keep the body on the 
surface of the water; it is the head that 
makes you swim and dive. Champicns use 4 
stroke in which the action of the legs is de 
eidedly subordinate, and some exponents of the 
modern craw] stroke let ‘their iegs drag along 
hehind them or paddle lightly with their feet. 
There’s no long, wide kick in fast swimming 
as practiced today. It is all in the hands. 

Beginners usually start with the breast stroke 
because it is easier to acquire than any other 
and is better suited to timid persons who wish 
to see where they are going. The secret of the 
treast stroke, as of all other forms of swim- 
ming, lies in the proper management of the 
hands, and the beginner should not ray the least 
attention to the leg stroke nor even attempt to 
take his feet oft the bottom until the action of 
the hands has been mastered. 

The action of the hands in swimming is that 
eof the inclined plane or wedge. Take a flat 
stick, hold it under water and then move it 
rapidly sideways while holding the flat side up. 
At the slightest deviation from the horizontal 
the stick wil] force its way up out of the water 
or deeper down into it, according to the inclin- 
ation of the thin wedge. Try it and cenvince 
yourself of the pewer of your arm when you 
move rapidly. 

You will find that which ever edge of the flat 
stick is uppe-mort wil] bring the stick up if 
it is pushed jn that direction.

A good swimmer should go the 
length of the body at every stroke; but if a 
second stroke is begun before the first has had 
time to do its work, progress is slow aud tir- 
ing.

This is what keeps. you up when you are 
swimming. The outward sweep has also, as 
you will discover, a tend. ~ to pull the body 
along when it is proper’. executed, because it 
is very much like the action of an oar in scul- 
ing a boat, nct so fast or powerful as rowing 
but still propelling. 

All beginners make the mistake of swimming 
tco fast. The test of a perfect stroke }s that 
it shal] he made in exact uniscn with the nat- 
ural breathing. If you breathe twenty-three 
times a mirute, mate twenty-three strokes a 
minute; pever more, unless you are racing. 

The correct division of the stroke js usually 
arrived at by counting “one” very slowly, drawl- 
ing it out, in fact, and then counting “two, 
three” naturally. A better idea of the time can

Shallu has been grown extensively 
for fodder and hay. but it is usually 
discarded after a few years and 
either Sumac, orange or kafir grown 
in its stead. As a grain crop it can 
hardly be recommended as superior 
to kafir or milo, although its seed 
is of fairly good feeding quality. 

No one should have any difficulty 
in distinguishing between Shallu and 
real saccharine sorghum. Shallu is 
& non-saccharine plant and belongs 
to the milo and kafir group. In other 
words, to be plain about it, 
couldn’t make syrup with Shallu if 
you worked six years. 
Shallu and sorghum belong to the 
same family. The difference is from 
certain sorghums you get sugar con- 
tent; in others, like milo and Shallu,
